7 properly, Turn now to the 
back page and a photograph 
shows the problem clearly, 
The railings, it will be 
noticed end on the Ice 
House Street corner opposite 
the Banque Belge, On the 
other slde, Duddell Street 
makes one break In the 
railings and Jeo House 
Street, coming down the 
hill, another. 


This ts only one small snay 
admittedly, and the Traflic 
Department: may well feel 
that there js no need to 
bother about it particularly 
when the crossing problem 
fs Colonywide. But since 
the Department has recoy- 
nised, and dealt with a 
aingle specific problem be- 
fore—the result was the 
railings—perhaps it is not 
unfair to nsk It to minke 
another special case of the 
Tce House Street crossing.

IRST, it must be asked 
-why the railings end 
before the main ene 
trance to the Banque Belge? 
This suggests, that the 
Trafic Department. docs not 
mind whether people use 
the’ open corner an a con 
ventent crossing to Duddell 
Street or not. But if this 
was not their intention, why 
were. the rallings not con- 
tinued around to the Jane 
between / Edinburgh House 
and ry House’ and an- 
other, bra crosaing laid 
down across Ico : 
Strect, despite its narrow: 
ness? ; 


And if there dre no other 
plans for this aren, jt must 
be asked why the Depart- 
ment cannot do it now? It 
would cause a little added 
inconvenience to a few 
hund“ed people, but then 
the ‘irufic authorities were 
bold enough to court an 
outery over the 400 yards of 
rajlings up: to the Pedder 
Street corner—ind there 
(another one-way strect, 
ineldentally) they swung 
the railings round the 
eorner to the Zebra cross: 
ing. 


Thia was the correct thing to 
do, There atill {s some jay- 
walking on the Queen's 
Road = Pedder Street - 
Wyndham Street junction, 
but nothing like the con- 
gestion that develops with- 
in about 16 yards . of 
another ‘Zebra crossing at 
Jeo House Street. And 
under the new regulations, 
Jee House Street jay- 
walkers are doing worse 
than the- messenger boy 
who hurdles the railings 
near the PG ‘to cross to 
‘Marina House. 


AN. ANSWER? 


F course, there {s another 

J Zebra crossing from 
‘Queen's Road to the King’s 
theatre which ia ‘roughly 
equivalent. to. the  non- 
existent crossing between 
the Banque Belge and 
Duddell Street.

STRUCTURE 
OF STEEL

Brussels, Oct. 13. 
In the centre of the site of 
the Brussels 1958 
Fair, where some 3,000 
workerg are building the 
ultra-modern pavillions of
